I am placing on file in my office a re- 
port with preliminary plans and estimate 
for a new lightweight floor for the Michi- 
gan Avenue bridge. 


This report shows that the roadway and 
sidewalks shoud be repaced as soon as 
possible. Due to the deterioration of the 
original steel and also to the type of 
construction as originally built, the bridge 
members are now overloaded and grad- 
ually becoming worse. The estimated cost 
for complete new floor and s‘dewalks is 
$48,000.00. 


This work would place the bridge in 
condition so that it would need no further 
ma:ntenance except painting, for thirty 
or forty years.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


The year just passed has been satisfac- 


‘ tory in many respects from the stand- 


point of city government. The city has 
benefited by Federal works projects to the 
extent of one bridge, one storage ware- 
house, considerable extension to its sewer 
system, improvements to its parks and 
recreational facilities, removal of street 
car tracks, and many other’ § improve- 
ments. 


We are now at the beginning of a new 
year. It is impossible to plan any exten- 
sive public improvements for the coming 
year on account of lack of funds. The 
city, however, should undertake another 
step in its sewage disposal plans. Seven 
years ago the city agreed with the state 
to build a disposal plant and during the 
seven years the sewers have been re- 
vamped and an interceptor sewer has 
been built along the rivers which now 
carries all the sewage below the city. In 
addition it has built a pumping station on 
the east side. I recommend that the 
council provide for the necessary engi- 
neering and that a pumping plant be con- 
structed this year. The pumping plant 
would be located on Lansing Avenue and 
the cost of the same can be met by using 
federal relief labor and by setting aside a 
portion of the receipts from delinquent 
taxes. This would be be another impor- 
tant step in our program. 


The street car rails have been removed 
from our streets for a considerable dis- 
tance. Most of this work has been done 
by federal relief labor. I recommend that 
work on this project be continued until 
the rails are removed from all the city 
streets. 


Negotiations are now in progress by 
the water and electric light board to se- 
cure all the water rights pertaining to 
the North Lansing dam. The board is 
taking the necessary steps to provide 
means for maintaining the water levels 
through the city above the dam. There is 
some rubbish that should be removed from 
the river and some additional work to be 
done to beautify the banks of the river. 
The mill race should be filled. As soon as 
the water levels are established the ad- 
jacent lands owned by the city should be 
beautified. I recommend that the park 
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board work in close harmony with the 
water board that these ends may be ac- 
complished. 


For the last three years the city has 
been treating its gravel streets with black 
top. This type of treatment has provided 
a satisfactory hard surface road. Com- 
parison of figures with other cities shows 
that black top is one of the best types of 
construction for low cost surfacing the 
streets. It should be continued in a mod- 
erate way this year. 


Since the depression many people both 
young and old have much. leisure’ time. 
Idle time js valuable only as people are 
able to use it to improve their minds or 
bodies. Idleness may even hecome detri- 
mental to society unless means are pro- 
vided to use this surplus energy. With 
these facts in mind the city has under- 
taken to provide facilities for recreation 
for all the people of the city. Our citizens 
have become much interested in recre- 
ation. This fact is shown by the thou- 
sands who participate either as players or 
spectators. Indeed the city is known far 
and wide for its activities in children’s 
games, baseball, soft ball, golf, swim- 
ming, skating, nature hikes, dramatics, 
music, etc. So far as practical the ex- 
pense of the activities is being met by 
fees. ‘I recommend the members of the 
council take an interest in these matters 
with a view to widening their scope.

The policy of reducing our debt should 
be continued, for it is the only effective 
method of tax relief. The city tax rate 
for 1934 was $13.95 per thousand, of which 
$3.55 per thousand was required for bond 
service. If the city had no outstanding 
bonds there would be no serious tax prob- 
lem in Lansing. I firmly believe in pay- 
ing off our bonds as quickly as possible. 


In recent days the city has experienced 
the worst disaster in its history. I refer 
to the Hotel fire which took the lives of 
more than thirty persons. A very small 
percentage of the buildings in Lansing 
are fire proof. It would be impractical to 
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condemn all such buildings, but it would 
seem wise to provide more adequate in- 
spection and to take any other appropriate 
action necessary to safe guard life. I 
recommend that the council give imme- 
diate attention to this subject. 


In the coming year the council will 
face many preplexing problems. I am 
confident that by all working together we 
will find a solution to these problems as 
they arise. I think the citizens are en- 
titled to have full information concerning 
all of our activities, and I am asking each 
alderman to familiarize himself with the 
business of the city to the end that he 
may give correct information to the pub- 
ic.

Alderman Rogers introduced the follow- 
ing Ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 27.04 
of Article 27 of the Ordinance entitled 
“An Ordinance regulating all matters con- 
cerning or pertaining to the Construction, 
Alteration, Repairs or Additions to, Re- 
modeling, Use Maintenance or Occupancy 
of Buildings or their Parts or Contents 
and Structures of Every Nature includ- 
ing and Storage and use of Inflammable 
Liquids and other readily Combustible or 
Explosive Substances* in the City of Lan- 
sing, Michigan; Providing for Condemna- 
tion and Stoppage of the use thereof, and 
Wrecking of the same. Creating’ the 
Offices of Building Commissioner, Assist- 
ant Building Commissioner, and _ City 
Eletcrician, and Providing for the Office 
of the Building Department. Repealing 
mah a Ordinances conflicting there- 
with.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 27.04 of Article 27 
of the Ordinance entitled “An  )rdinance 
regulating all matters concerning or per- 
taining to the Construction, Alteration, 
Repairs or Additions to, Remodeling, Use 
Maintenance or Occupancy of Building or 
their Parts or Contents and Structures of 
Every Nature including the Storaze and 
use of Inflammable Liquids and _ other 
readily Combustible or Explosive Sub- 
stances in the City of Lansing, Michigan; 
Providing for Condemnation and Stovpare 
of the use thereof, and Wrecking of the 
same. Creating the Offices of Building 
Commissioner, Assistant Building Com- 
missioner, and City Electrician, and Pro- 
viding for the Office of the Building De- 
partment. Repealing all former. Ordi- 
nances conflicting therewith, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 27.04. Permits and _ Licenses. 
No sign, signboard, billboard, roof-sign 
or banner sign shall be erected, moved or 
materially altered within the City of Lan- 
sing unless a permit shall have been first 
secured from the Building Department of 
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said City by the person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to erect, move or alter such 
sign, signboard, billboard, sky-sign or 
banner signs. 


All applications for permits to _ erect 
such signs, signboards roof-sigus or ban- 
ner signs shall be accompanied by such 
drawings and descriptions as are neces- 
sary to fully advise and acquaint the said 
Department with the location, construc- 
tion, materials and manner of securing 
such proposed sign, signboards or bill- 
boards, roof-signs or banner signs. 


When such signs, signboards, or bill- 
boards are electrically illuminated a sepa- 
rate permit shall be obtained for the 
as pam installation as required in Arti- 
cle 23 


No permit shall be issued for any sign, 
signboard, billboard or similar device sup- 
ported either partly or entirely upon eny 
post or other object located on _ public 
property. 


Permits shall not be necessary for signs, 
signboards, billboards or banner signs to 
be placed on vacant lots or buildings ad- 
vertising the sale or rent of the lots or 
buildings on which they are placed, when 
such signs, signboards, billroads or ban- 
ner signs do not exceed twelve square 
feet in area; nor shall a permit be re- 
quired for a banner sign of less area than 
twelve square feet; or a signboard under 
six square feet; but all of the same shall 
be erected in accordance with the ordi- 
nance. No permit shall be required for 
rehanging signs taken down to be re- 
painted or for minor repairs when such 
signs are not materially altered. 


No person, firm, or corporation shali en- 


gage in the busines of outdoor advertis- . 


ing by erecting, painting, altering or 
maintaining ground signs, roof signs, wall 
signs, marquee signs, projecting signs or 
banner signs within the corporate limits 
of the City of Lansing, without first hav- 
ing procured a license from the Building 
Department of said City to conduct such 
business. 


Application for such license shall be 
made on forms to be furnished for such 
purposes by the Building Department, who 
shall examine such applicant as to his 
qualifications and competency to engage 
in the sign business. The examination 
shall be practical and elementary in char- 
acter and sufficient to test the qualifica- 
tions of the applicant in the most approv- 
ed methods in connection with said busi- 
ness. 


Such license shall not be transferable, 
and any license granted may be revoked 
by the Building Department if the licensee 
violates any provision of this ordinance. 
When a license is revoked, a new license 
shall not again be granted to the same 
licensee for at least thirty days. 


The initial fee for such license shall be 
Twenty-five Dollars and shall expire on 
the last day of the fiscal year of the City 
of Lansing. The fee for each subsequent 
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yearly renewal of such dens shall be 
Five Dollars.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Toy introduced the following ordi- 
nance which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mi.tee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to Regulate the Use of 
Dangerous Gases in the C.ty of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall engage in the business of using 
any poisonous gas or gases, that are dan- 
gerous to the health or safety of human 


_ life, for the purpose of fumigation, de- 


struction of vermin or otherwise, without 
having ee rocured a license so to do 
and then y in conform.ty with such 
license. 


Section 2. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to engage in the use of 
poisonous gases shall make application to 
the City Health Department for a license 
which application shall contain the name, 
age and residence of the applicant,-if a 
person or firm, and the names of the offi- 
cers if a corporation, the purposes for 
which the gas is to be used, previous ex- 
perience in the handling of such gas and 
if the gas is not to be handled by the ap- 
plicant in person, then the name or names 
of the persons who shall have the hand- 
ling and who shall also be required to se- 
cure a permit as in this ordinance pro- 
vided. 


Section 8. The City Health Department 
shall investigate the fitness of the appli- 
cant, both as to ability, character and ex- 
perience to safely carry on the business, 
and if in its opinion the applicant is vrop- 
erly qualified, it shall grant a license in 
accordance with the terms of this ordi- 
nance upon the filing of a bond as here- 
inafter provided and payment of a license 
fee of %25.00. 
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Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, persons, firm or corporation: 


(a) To handle poisonous gases without 
first securing a permit so to do, as in 
this ordinance provided. 


(b) To fumigate a building or any part 
thereof, without first giving notice there- 
of to the Health Officer. 


(c) To use such poisonous gas in a 
house without closing all the doors and 
windows and securely locking and barri- 
cading the doors used for entrance or exit 
to the building. 


(d) To use such poisonous gas_ unless 
and until all of the doors used for en- 
trance or exit to the building have been 
posted with large white signs containing 
the following words in red letters: “DAN- 
GER—KEEP OUT—POISONOUS' GAS 
BEING USED IN THIS'- BUILDING.” 
The word “DANGER’”’ to be in letters not 
less than four inches high, to which shall 
be added the name, address and telephone 
number of the person, firm or corporation 
doing the fumigating. 


(e) To use Hydrocyanic Acid Gas unless 
it is used with a warning propulsive gas, 
the properties of which are approved by 
the Health Officer. The characteristics of 
the warning gas shall be such as to give 
sufficient warning to human beings in less 
than dangerous concentrations; to create 
sufficient discomfort to have a definite ex- 
pulsive effect, and to have such chemical 
and physical properties as to prevent any 
separation, stratification or pocketing of 
the various gaseous constituents. A sworn 
statement of the analysis of gas or gases 
used for fumigation must be furnished to 
the health officers before any of it is used 
in this city. 


(f) To fail, after such fumigation and 
use of gas is completed, to open all win- 
dows and doors from the outside and to 
leave them so open until all odor of gas 
shall have disappeared and until after an 
actual inspection has been made of the 
premises by the person in charge of such 
fumigation, 


(zg) To enter such building during the 
process of fumigation or before the in- 
spection mentioned in the last preceding 
paragraph. 


(h) To remove, destroy or break any 
barricade or obstruction placed on or near 
the building where such gas is being used, 
or to mutilate, destroy or remove’ any 
placard placed upon such building or to 
break into or enter the same. 


(i) To fumigate any portion of a build- 
ing with Hydrocyanic’ Acid Gas, unless 
the entire structure is vacated. 


(j) To generate cyanide gas in any 
room or portion of a structure in the City of 
Lansing, unless a capable alert watchman 
or watchmen shall remain on duty at the 
entrance or entrances to the room, build- 
ing or enclosed space vacated for gassing, 
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to keep people from entering while gas is 
present and for two hours after the room 
or area gassed is opened for airing. All 
guards or watchmen shall be able bodied 
persons and must be approved as a proper 
guard by the Sanitary Inspector of the 
Department of Health. The licensed oper- 
ator shall be held strictly res-onsible and 
accountable for the conduct of the guards 
or watchmen. Licensed operators shall 
give all guards definite and proper  in- 
structions, and shall visit the premises 
being fumigated at regular intervals dur- 
ing the process to insure that the property 
is properly guarded. 


(k) It shall be unlawful to employ or 
hire or permit an unlicensed person to 
fumigate premises owned or controlled by 
such first person. 


Section 5. Opening of Rooms After 
Gassing: At the conclusion of the gassing 
process, which shall consume not less than 
six (6) hours, it shall be the duty of the 
operator to throw open doors and windows 
of the premises, starting at the basement 
or first floor and continuing through the 
upper fioors of the house, until all rooms 
have been opened for free access of air. 
No person other than the operator or 
operators shall be permitted to enter the 
premises until all traces of the gas have 
disappeared, and in no case shall the oc- 
cupants of the rooms or areas gassed be 
permitted to enter until two (2) hours 
after airing begins. Infants and children 
under six years of age shall not be per- 
mitted to re-enter the premises. until 
twelve hours after the rooms or apart- 
ments are opened for airing. The licensed 
operator shall be responsible for informing 
all occupants, having children, of this 
provision. The residue left in the jars, 
containers shall be poured down the toilet 
bowl, which shall then be washed thor- 
oughly with water to remove all traces of 
the chemicals. 


Section 6. Any violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance’ shall _ be 
grounds for revocation of any license 
issued hereunder. The Board of Health 
may further revoke any license issued if 
it shall appear, after a hearing, that the 
licensee if incompetent to properly and 
safely handle such gas or is so reckless, 
negligent or careless that he endangers 
the life and safety of others. Any person 
who fails to qualify for a license three 
months from the date of. his first appli- 
cation. 


Section 7. Any person or persons’ to 
whom. a license shall -iave been granted 
shall file a bond with the City Clerk in 
the penal sum of $2,000.00, payable to the 
City of Lansing, conditioned upon _. the 
faithful performance of all the terms of 
this ordinance, which bond shall be signed 
by two or more sufficient sureties, or a 
surety company to be approved by the 
Board of Health and no license shall be 
effective until such bond shall have been 
filed and approved. 


Section 8. The city Board of Health 
may from time to time adopt such rea- 
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sonable rules and regulations, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, as it may deem’ necessary to govern 
the use of dangerous gases in the City of 
Lansing. 


Section 9. Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine not to exceed $500.00 or im- 
prisonment for a period of not more than 
ninety days, or both such fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the Court, 
for every such violation. 


Section 10. Should any section or pro- 
vision of this ordinance be found uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, then such decision 
shall affect only the section or provision 
as declared to be unconstitutional or in- 
valid, and shall not affect any other sec- 
tion or part of this ordinance. , 


Section 11. This ordinance is hereby de- 
clared to be immediately necessary for the 
preservation of the public peace, health 
5 safety and is hereby given immediate 
effect.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Rogers introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a (first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to amend. Sections 


Three and Eight of the Ordinance entitled. 


“An Ordinance to license and regulate 
taxicab owners and taxicab drivers, to 
prescribe conditions under which they may 
do business on the streets of the City of 
Lansing; to fix the rate of fare charged 
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for the use of such vehicles, to provide 
for traffic regulations governing such 
vehicles, to provide for traffic regulations 
governing same; to require the installing 
of meters thereon, and to provide penalties 
for violation thereof,’ being Ordinance 
No. 17 of the Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing: 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 3 and 8 of the 
ordinance entitled “An Ordinance _ to 
license and regulate taxicab owners and 
taxicab drivers, to prescribe conditions 
under which they may do business on the 
streets of the City of Lansing; to fix the 
rate of fare charged. for the use of such 
vehicles, to provide for traffic regulations 
governing such vehicles, to provide for 
traffic regulations governing same; to re- 
quire the insialling of meters thereon, and 
to provide penalties for violation thereof,” 
being Ordinance No. 17 of the ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, are hereby amend- 
ed to read as follows: 


Section 3. The city clerk, upon the ap- 
proval of the City Council, is hereby au- 
thorized to grant licenses, for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, to any citizen of the 
United States, a resident of Lansing, 
of the age of twenty-one (21) years or 
upwards, and of good moral character, or 
to any co-partnership or corporation au- 
thorized to operate taxicabs in accordance 
with the laws of the State of Michigan. 
Such licenses may be granted by the city 
clerk, upon the applicant paying into the 
city treasury the sum of ten dollars for 
the first such taxicab and the sum of ten 
dollars for each succeeding taxicab, pro- 
vided that the city clerk may grant a 
license for three months or less for a 
license fee of five dollars, and executing 
a bond to the City of Lansing in the sum’ 
of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) with 
proper and adequate sureties, conditioned 
that such taxicabs will be operated in 
accordance with the provisions of the laws 
of the State of Michigan and the charter 
and ordinances of the City of Lansing, and 
that no greater rate of fare will be 
charged, to any person hir:ng such taxi- 
cab than the rate of fare permitted by 
this ordinance; that a taximeter shall be 
installed unon each taxicab as_herein- 
after provided, unless the flat rate system 
of charging is used, and that any prop- 
erty left by any per3on in such taxicab 
will be returned to him upon ap»lication, 
and that any “udgment rendered in any 
court against such applicant arising out 
of damage or injury to any person or 
property caused by the negligent opera- 
tion of such taxicab, or taxicabs will be 
paid. 


Any person, firm or corporation who is 
damnified by reason of such taxicab or 
taxicabs being operated in violation of the 
provisions of such bond. may. in the name 
of the people of the City of Lansing, but 
at their costs and charges, institute an 
action upon the same to recover damages 
sustained by him. Such license or licenses 
of any person, firm or corporation shall 
be revoked at the will of the _ city 
council. 
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All licenses issued by the city clerk shall 
expire on the 30th day of April of each 
year. 


When such license shall have _ been 
granted, the licensee shall affix the same 
to the taxicab so licensed, said license 
shall] bear the motor and serial number 
of the vehicle so licensed as a taxicab and 
shall not be used upon any other vehicle, 
provided that the city clerk may, on ap- 
plication, transfer said license to another 
vehicle. 


The City Council shall refuse a license 
when in its opinion there are licensed a 
sufficient number of taxicabs to adequate- 
ly serve the public, or when in the judg- 
ment of the City Council the existing 
operating transportation facilities are 
reasonably sufficient to serve public de 
mand, or when the use of streets by addi- 
tional taxicabs would interfere with pub- 
lic use of the streets, congest traffic, or 
endanger the person or property of pedes- 
trians or others using the streets. 


Section 8. Every publie taxicab driven 
upon the streets of the City of Lansing, 
seating five passengers’ or less, shall have 
affixed thereto a taximeter of a size and 
design approved by the mayor and chief 
of police. 


(a) No license shal] be issued to a taxi- 
eab until the taximeter attached thereto 
shall have been inspected and found to be 
accurate. 


(b) No person shall use or permit to 
be used upon any taxicab a _ taximeter 
which shall be in such a condition as to 
be over five (5) per cent incorrect to the 
prejudice of any passenger. 


(c) No taximeter affixed to a public 
taxicab propelled by steam, gasoline or 
electricity or other motor power shall be 
operated from any wheel to which the 
power is applied. 


(d) After sundown the face of every 
taximeter shaJl be illuminated by a suit- 
able light so arranged as to throw a_ con- 
tinuous steady: light thereon, 


(e) No person shall use or permit to 
be used, or drive for hire a public taxicab 
equipped with a taximeter, the case of 
which is unsealed and not having its 
cover and gear intact. 


(f) No driver of the public taxicab 
equipped with a taximeter while carry- 
ing passengers or under employment, shall 
display the signal affixed to such _  taxi- 
meter or other similar device in such posi- 
tion as to denote such vehicle is not em- 
ployed, or in such position as to denote 
that he is employed at a rate of fare dif- 
ferent from that which he is entitled un- 
der the provision of this article, 


(g) No person shal] drive a publie taxi- 
cab with which is attached a taximeter 
that has not been duly inspected and ap- 
proved. 
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The pravision of this section shall not 
apply in case the flat rate system of 
charging fares is used.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Busch introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance relating to and provid- 
ing for the Lcensing and -regulating of 
sales of bankrupt and other’ distressed 
merchandise, defining offenses, and pro- 
viding penakies for the violation thereof. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, partnership, firm or corporation, 
to conduct at retail, within the City of 
Lansing, any sale of goods, wares or mer- 
chandise under the circumstances herein- 
after stated without there having’ been 
issued to said person, partnership, firm or 
corporation, a license to conduct such sale 
to be known as a “closing out sale 
license.”” Every person, partnership, firm 
or corporation is hereby required to obtain 
such license before it shall at retail con- 


‘duct a sale or advertise for sale any 


goods, wares or merchandise represented 
in any manner to he the goods, wares. or 
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merchandise of a bankrupt, insolvent, as- 
signee, liquidator, adjuster, administra- 
tor, trustee, executor, receiver, whole- 
saler, jobber, manufacturer, or of any 
‘business that is in liquidation, that is 
closing out, closing or disposing of its 
stock or a,particular part or department 
thereof, that has lost its lease or has been 
or is being forced out of business, that is 
disposing of stock on hand because of 
damage by fire, water, smoke or _ other 
cause, or that for any reason is forced by 
circumstances to dispose of stock on hand. 
Every person, partnership, firm or ° cor- 
poration is hereby required to obtain such 
license before it shall conduct a sale of or 
advertise goods, wares or merchandise for 
sale, if such advertisement or representa- 
tion, expressed or implied, tends to lead 
people to believe that such sale is a sell- 
ing out or closing out of the business con- 
ae the sale. 


Section 2. Every person, partnership, 
firm or corporation requiring a ‘‘closing 
out sale license’’ shall make application in 
writing to the Council of the City of Lan- 
sing by filing with the City Clerk, an ap- 
plication .n the form provided by said 
clerk and attach thereto an inveniory 
containing a ccmpiete and accuraie list of 
the stock of goods; wares and merchan- 
dise on hand to be sold at such sa'e and 
shall have attached thereto, an affidavit 
by the applicant for such license or his, 
their or its duly authorized agent, from 
which it shall appear that the informa- 
tion set forth in said inventory is true 
and correct to the knowledge of the per- 
son making such affidavit. Said affidavit 
shall include the names and addresses of 
the principals, and/or owners of the busi- 
ness and the inventoried merchandise, 
Said inventory shall contain the cost price 
of the respective articles enumerated 
therein together with the date of such 
purchase or purchases and the identity or 
identities of the seller or sellers. If the 
gocds, wares and merchandise were pur- 
chased by the applicant or the person, 
partnership, firm or corporation for whom 
he is acting as agent, for a lump sum or 
under circumstances that make the list- 
ing of the cost price for each article im- 
practicable, said inventory shall state the 
lump sum paid for said goods, wares and 
merchandise and the circumstances of the 
purchase of the same. Said application 
shall further specify the name and _  ad- 
dress of the applicant, and, if an agent, 
the person, partnership, firm or corpora- 
tion, for whom he is acting as an agent, 
the place at which said sale is to be con- 
ducted and the period of time during 
which the proposed sale is to continue, 
which time shall not exceed sixty (60) 
successive days, Sundays and legal holi- 
days excepted. from the date of the issu- 
ance of said license, except as hereinafter 
provided for in Section 3. If the said ap- 
plication contains the required information 
and the same is found to be true and cor- 
rect, the Council shall issue a_ license 
upon payment of the prescribed fee. 


Section 8. The period of time during 
which a sale may be conducted under a 
“closing out sale license’? may be extend- 
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ed by the Council, if at any time during 
the term of the license, a written applica- 
tion for such extension, duly verified by 
affidavit of the applicant shall be filed by 
said licensee with the clerk. Said appli- 
cation for an extension of said license 
shall state the amount of the goods, wares 
and merchandise listed in the original in- 
ventory which shall have been sold since 
the issuance of the license and the amount 
of goods, wares and merchandise contained 
in said original inventory which still re- 
main in the possession of the applicant 
for sale and shall state the length of time 
for which an extension is requested. No 
extension of the license shall be granted 
if any goods, wares or merchandise shall 
have been added to the stock of merchan- 
dise, listed in the inventory filed as re- 
quired by Section 2 hereof, since the date 
of the issuance of the license, and the ap- 
plicant shall satisfy the Council by affi- 
davit or otherwise, as directed by it, that 
no goods, wares or merchandise have been 
added to the said stock since the date of 
the issuance of the license. The Council, 
in consideration of the facts, upon hear- 
ing said petition, shall grant or deny a 
supplemental license, and if said supple- 
mental license is granted the period of the 
extension shall be determined by = said 
Council, provided, that said extension shall 
not exceed thirty (30) days from the ex- 
piration of the original license. If said 
supplemental license is granted, the same 
shall be issued by the Council upon the 


payment of an additional Lcense fee of’ 


twenty-five dollars ($25) per day, for the 
time during which said supplemental 
license is granted. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful to sell, 
offer or expose for sale at any sale for 
which a license is Required by the terms 
of Section 1 hereof, any goods, wares or 
merchand’‘se not listed in the inventory 
required by Section 2 hereof, except that 
any person, partnership, firm or corvora- 
tion may, in the regular course of its 
business, conduct a sale of merchan- 
dise represented to have been  pur- 


chased from a _ bankrupt, insolvent, 
assignee, liquidator, adjuster, admin- 
istrator, trustee, executor, receiver, 


wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, or a 
person, partnership, firm or corporation 
in liquidation, or that has been forced out 
of business, and at the same time sell at 
its place or places of business other goods, 
wares and merchandise, if the goods, 
wares or merchandise for the sale of 
which a license is required by the terms 
hereof shall be distinguished by a _ tag 
readily acertainable to prospective pur- 
chasers, and shall not label or tag other 
goods, wares and merchandise in any man- 
ner as to indicate to or lead a purchaser 
or prospective purchaser to believe that 
said merchandise is of the class or classes 
for which a license is required by the 
terms hereof. Each article of goods sold 
not listed in the inventory filed or sold 
without a license or after a license shall 
have expired or otherwise, sold in viola- 
tion of the provisions hereof, shall con- 
stitute a separate offense under this ordi- 
nance and any false or misleading state- 
ment in said inventory, application or 
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renewal application shall constitute a 
violation of this ordinance, 


Section 5. The Chief of Police shall 
verify the details of such inventory as 
filed in connection with an application for 
such license and shall also verify the items 
of merchandise sold during any sale un- 
der said license and it shall be unlawful 
for any person, partnership, firm or cor- 
poration to whom the “closing out sale 
license”” has been issued to refuse to fur- 
nish on demand to the Chief of Police or 
any person designated by him for’ that 
purpose, all the facts connected with the 
stock on hand or any other information 
that he may reasonably require in order 
to make a thorough investigation of all 
phases connected with the said sale, so 
far as they relate to the rights of the 
public. 


Section 6. The fee for such license 
shall be, and the same is hereby fixed as 
follows: For a period not exceeding fifteen 
(15) days, fifteen dollars ($15.00); for a 
period not exceeding thirty (30) days, 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00); for a period 
not exceeding sixty (60) days, fifty dol- 
lars ($50.00); and a further fee of one 
dollar ($1.00) per. thousand dollars of the 
price set forth in the inventory provided 
for in Section 2. 


Section 7. The provisions of Sections 1 
and 2 shall not apply to sales by public 
officers or sales under judicial procegs. 


Section 8. Any person violating, or fail- 
ing to comply with any provisions of Sec- 
tions 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, or 7, shall be sub- 
ject a fine not less than ten dollars 
($10.00) nor more than two _ hundred 
dollars ($200.00), together with cost of 
the action,. and in default of payment 
thereof to imprisonment in the Ingham 
county jail for a period not to exceed 
thirty (30) days, until such fine and costs 
shall be paid. 


All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
contravening the provisions of this ordi- 
nance are hereby repealed.

AMENDMENT TO CABARET 
ORDINANCE 


An Ordinance to amend Section 9 of 
the Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance to 
control, regulate and license cabarets in 
the City of Lansing, and to provide a 
penalty for the violation thereof.’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 9 of the Ordinance 
entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance to control, regu- 
late and license cabarets in the City of 
Lansing, and to provide a penalty for the 
violation thereof” is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


APRIL 15, 1935 


‘Section 9. (a) No cabaret shall be per- 

mitted to operate between the hours of 
2:00 A. M. and 7:00 A. M., Eastern 
Standard Time. 


(b) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall permit his establishment to become 
a place for thieves, prostitutes, procurers, 
vagrants or other disorderly persons to 
congregate, loiter or resort. 


(c) No licensee, by himself or another,, 
shall permit any gambling in his place of 
business or permit the placing or use of 
any gambling apparatus or paraphernalia 
in or about his premises, nor shall any 
licensee permit any disorderly conduct or 
lewd, obscene or immoral language, exhi- 
bition, dancing or entertainment on _ his 
premises, nor shall he permit any other 
conduct likely to corrupt the morals of 
youth. 


(d) It shall be unlawful for any 
licensee, by himself or another, to permit 
the use of so-called ‘‘dim lights’ and such 
licensee shall make use of bright lights 
at all times during such hours when light- 
ing may be necessary. 


(e) No licensee licensed under the 
terms of the Liquor Act of the State of 
Michigan, to sell beer, wine and/or spirits 
and also licensed hereund’r, shall permit 
any minors under the age of. eighteen in 
or about the rooms set aside for dancing 
or rooms adjacent thereto. 


(f{) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall permit any intoxicated person or per- 
sons under the influence of intoxicating 
liquors to dance or loiter in his place or 
establishment. 


(g) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall perm ‘t any dancing in any _ space 
except in such space especially set aside 
for dancing and approved for such use by 
the Chief of Police. 


(h) Persons having charge of any 
premises where alcoholic liquors shall be 
sold for consumption on said premises 
shall at all times keep the front windows 
clear of curtains, screens, or objects which 
would tend to obstruct vision into the 
establishment from the front and outside 
of the premises. 


No booths or private rooms shall be per- 
mitted which are completely enclosed, or 
capable of being permanently or* tempo- 
rarily completely enclosed or locked. All! 
premises where any alcoholic liquor shall 
be sold for consumption therein shall be 
adequately lighted by natural or artificial 
means. 


No alcoholic liquor shall be offered for 
sale or sold on any Sunday, election dav. 
or between twelve o’clock midnight and 
7:00 A. M., Eastern Standard Time.

An ORDINANCE creating the office of 
Electrical Inspector; regulating the Instal- 
lation and Maintenance of Electrical Wires 
and Appliances for safeguarding life and 
property; providing for the Inspection 
Thereof: Examining and Licensing Elec- 
trical Contractors ; Examining and 
Licensing Journeymen Wiremen; Licens- 
ing Dealers of Electrical Material and Ap- 
pliances and fixing a penalty for the Vio- 
lation Thereof. 


COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 17 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Electrical Inspector 


Section The office of the Electrical 
Inspector, of the Board of Police and Fire 
Commission of the City of Lansing is here- 
by created. The person chosen to fill the 
office of ‘Electrical Inspector shall be com- 
petent electricians who shall have had at 
least ten years experience as a journey- 
man in the practice of his trade, or be a 
graduate of a recognized college of engi- 
neering, and who shall be well versed in 
the approved methods of electrical con- 
struction for safety to life and property, 
the Statutes of the State of Michigan | re- 
lating to Electrical Work, the National 
Electrical Code of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards and the National Electric Code of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters, and 
shall be of good moral character. In ad- 
dition to other duties assigned to the 
Electrical Inspector in the Ordinance, he 
shall assist in the enforcement of the 
provisions of all ordinances in the City 
of Lansing, regulating and placing and 
the putting up and the taking down of 
electric wires and cable in streets, alleys 
and public places in the City and shall 
make such other regulations as he may 
deem necessary for the installation and 
construction of electric wires and electric 
apparatus not hereinafter specified. 


Record of Electrical Inspector 


Section The Electrical Inspector shall 
keep a full and complete record of all 
work done, permits issued and examina- 
tions made, or other official work per- 
formed or required by the provisions of 
this ordinance pertaining to the installa- 


tion or maintenance of electrical appara- 


tus or wire. 
Appointment and Salary 


Section Said Electrical Inspector shall 
be appointed by the Mayor with the ap- 
proval of the City Council at :the first 
meeting in May of each year or as soon 
thereafter as may be, and shall hold office 
until his successor is appointed and quali- 
fied. He shall receive such compensation 
as the City Council shall determine from 
time to time. It shall be unlawful for 
the Electrical Inspector to engage in the 
business of the installation and the main- 
tenance of electrical wiring and _  appli- 
ances either directly or indirectly, and he 
shall have no financial interest in any 
concern engaged in such business in Ing- 
ham County at any time while holding 
the office of Electrical Inspector. Any vio- 
lation of the provisions of this section by 
said Electrical Inspector shall be suffi- 
cient cause for his dismissal. 


Assistant Electrical Inspector 


Section The office of assistant Electri- 
cal Inspector is hereby created to be 
effective as and when necessity’ arises. 
Assistant Electrical Inspector shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor with the approval 
of the City Council, subject to the same 
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provisions as the office of the Electrical 
Inspector. 


Section Said Electrical Inspector, or 
his duly authorized assistants, shall have 
the right during reasonable hours to enter 
any public or private building in the dis- 
charge of his official duty, that is, to make 
inspection of or test electric wires and 
appliances contained therein, and_ shall 
have the authority to cause all electrical 
currents to be turned off, and in case of 
emergency, cut or disconnect any wires 
where such :electrical currents are dan- 
gerous to life or property or may inter- 
fere with the work of the fire depart- 
ment. The Electrical Inspector _ shall, 
whenever he finds any electrical wires or 
appliances in a dangerous or unsafe con- 
dition, notify the person, firm or corpora- 
tion owning, using, operating or installing 
the same, and upon such condemnation; 
the person, firm or corporation owning 
or using the same shall immediately cause 
same to be put in safe condition. In case 
of any person, firm’ or corporation owning 
or using any clectric wires. dynamos. mo- 
tors or other electrical apparatus, struc- 
ture or material of any nature whatso- 
ever, which have been condemned by th? 
Electrical Inspector, shall fail to have the 
same put in safe condition and accepted 
by the said Inspector within forty-eight 
(48) hours after the same has been con- 
demned, or within such other reasonable 
time as shall be prescribed by the _ said 
Inspector. The Electrical Inspector is 
hereby empowered with authority to re- 
move the fuses, cut the wires or by other 
means completely disconnect or cause to 
be disconnected, the condemned wires, ap- 
paratus or material from the source of 
Electrical Energy. 


Section When any electrical wires, 
dynamos, motors or electric apparatus or 
material of any kind whatsoever have 
been in any manner disconnected and 
rendered inoperative by the Electrical In- 
spector, as set forth in the foregoing pro- 
visions, it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation to reconnect in 
any manner the same or cause the same 
to be reconnected to any source of elec- 
trical energy or use the same as a part 
of any electrical system, until they have 
been put in a safe condition. and a certi- 
ficate of acceptance has been issued by 
the Electrical Inspector. 


Section No person, firm or corporation 
shall alter, install or repair electrical wires 
or apparatus for any purpose whatsoever 
in the City of Lansing without having 
first procured a license thereof as herein- 
after provided. 

Section There shall be four classes of 
Electrical Licenses: 


1. Contractors’ License. 

Industrial or Maintenance License. 
Electrical Dealers’ License. 

. Journeyman Wiremen’s License.

Electrical Contractors’ License 


Section An Electrical Contractor is 
defined to be a person, firm or corporation 
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engaged in the general business of con- 
tracting for the installation, repairing or 
alteration of all kinds of electrical work 
and appliances. Every Electrical Con- 
tractor doing business in the City of Lan- 
sing shall pay a license fee as hereinafter 
provided and shall:be bonded with a surety 
bond running to the City of Lansing or 


. to any person in the name of the City of 


Lansing in the sum herinafter provided. 
The said Contractor shall pass an exami- 
nation to determine his qualifications and 
his knowledge of the National Electric 
Code of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers and the National Code of the Bu- 
reau of Standards. A Contractor’s License 
shall not give to any person the right to 
engage in or perform the work of any 
electrical wireman as is hereinafter de- 
fined, and for such ,work' a _wireman’s 
license shall be requ‘red. 


This contractor’s license is non-trans- 
ferable and subject to revocation for issu- 
ing permits to others. 


Provided that nothing contained in this 
section shall be deemed to prohibit any 
person from installing, altering or repair- 
ing electrical wiring or apparatus in his 
home when he has taken out the necessary 
permit from the office of the Electrical In- 
spector, provided he is duly qualified to 
perform electrical work. 


Electrical Dealer’s License 


Section Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who sells, offers or exposes for sale 
any electrical device, apparatus or equip- 
ment designed for attachment to, or the 
installation, on any electrical circuit or 
system for light, heat or power, shall have 
an Electrical Dealer’s License for each 
place of business conducted by such per- 
son, firm or corporation in the City of 
Lansing, provided that such licensee may 
make a temporary demonstration of such 
article elsewhere than at this or their 
licensed place of business without being 
required to have a license for such place 
of temporary demonstration. 


All electrical supplies, devices, appara- 


‘tus or equipment must be approved. 


Licenses for Journeymen Electricians 


Section No persons shall alter, instal! 
or repair or supervise the altering, instal- 
lation or repair of electrical wires or ap- 
paratus for any purpose whatsoever in 
the City of Lansing, without first having 
procured a journeyman’s license as here- 
inafter provided with the following ex- 
ceptions: Journeymen, wiremen or _ ap- 
prentices while in the employ of any ner- 
son, firm, or corporation holding an in- 
dustrial or maintenance license. 


Section No license or examination 
shall be required of an apprentice or elec- 
trician’s helper who assist in the install- 
ing, altering or repairing of an electrical 
work under the personal direction and di- 
rect supervision of a 
wireman. 


licensed electrical > 
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No license shall be transferred from one 
party to another. wLaicenses obtained un- 
der a previous ordinance shall be continued 
in force upon payment of the renewal fee 
as stated above. 


Requirement for Journeyman Electrical 
License 


Section In order to procure a 
license, a journeyman shall have had at 
least four years experience in the install- 
ing and repairing of electrical wires ~and 
apparatus; he shall be at least 21 years 
of age and he shall pass in a_ satis- 
factory manner the regular examination 
az provided for in this section. Any two 
members of the Board of Electrical 
Examiners shall have the right between 
meetings of the Board to give a prelimi- 
nary examination and in ctheir discretion, 
cause to be issued a temporary license io 
any applicant. Said temporary license 
shall only be effective until the next regu- 
lar meeting of the Board, when a regu- 
lar examination shall ve held and the ap- 
plicani shal! in all ‘ways be treated ‘and 
considered as though no temporary exami- 
ration had been held. Every applicant 
shall, before examination, pay a fee of 
$3.00, therefore, to the City Treasurer. 


Section Application for a license shall 
be made to the Electrical Inspector on 
forms furnished by him and before such 
license is issued the applicat’on therefore 
shall be approved bv the Boar? of Elec- 
trical Examiners which shall be selected 
to determine the fitness of the applicant 
for the license. 


Bonds 


Section Every person, firm or corpora- 
tion licensed as an Electrical Contractor 
or Electrical Dealer under this ordinance 
shall give a surety bond running to the 
City of Lansing or to any person in the 
name of the City of Lansing, in the sum 
of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00). Said 
bond to be approved by the City Council, 
conditional upon the faithful compliance 
with the provisions of this ordinance; 
that all electrical equipment sold or in- 
stalled by the principals shall be done in 
accordance with the National Electric 
Code of the Nationa# Board of Fire Under- 
writers and the National Code of the Bu- 
reau of Standards and that the principals 
shall pay all damages, costs and expenses 
that may be caused by negligence of such 
principals through failure to comply. with 
said ordinance and codes. 


Revocation of License 


Section Any license granted under the 
provisions of this ordinance may be re 
voked by the Electrical Inspector if the 
licensee violated any ordinance or law re- 
lating to @lectrical equipment, or is guilty 
of installing an_ electrical construction 
which is a hazard to life or property. 
When a license is revoked a new license 
shall not again be granted to the same 
licensee for’ a period of thirty days or un- 
til the licensee shall have corrected the 
faulty construction in accordance’ with 
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the provisions of the ordinance, and shall 
have made applications and paid the fees 
as required for the original license. The 
Board of Electrical Examiners shall have 
discretionary power to withold the grant- 
ing of a new license for cause for a period 
not to exceed six months. 


Board of Electrical Examiners 


Section The Board of Electrical 
Examiners shall consist of the following 
five members, appointed by the Mayor with 
the approval of the City Council. 


1. The Electrical Inspector, who shall be 
the Secretary of said board. 


2. An Electrical Engineer, or Electri- 
cian, from the local utility company. 
Appointed for one year, and three 
years thereafter. 


8. An Electrical Contractor who shall 
have been actively established in the 
contracting business for the past five 
years in the City of Lansing. Ap- 
pointed for three years, and three 
years thereafter. 


4. A licensed Journeyman Electrieian 
engaged in the building industry for 
the past five years in the City of 
Lansing. Appointed for two years, 
and three years “hereafter. 

5. A member of the Police and Fire 


Commission. Appointed for four 
years, and three years thereafter. 


* The Board of Electrical Examiners shall 


select their own chairman. All members 
shall hold office until their successors shall 
have been appointed and qualified. 


Section Four members shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but no recommendations for the issue of 
a license shall be adopted except by a vote 
of members of the board. All applications 
for license shall be referred by the Elec- 
trical Inspector to the Board of Electrical 
Examiners, who shall properly investigate 
and report to the Electrical Inspector as to 
the qualifications and competency of the 
applicants in the installation of electrical 
wiring and equipment. The board shall 
meet at least once a month for the con-+- 
sideration of such applicants. 


Section All licenses shall be renewed 
on or before the First day of May, each 
year. When a license is permitted to lapse 
by failure on the part of the licensee to re- 
new same on or before date of expiration, 
the renewal shall date back to the date 
of exp‘tration of the expired license, no 
license shall be renewed after a _ period 
of thirty days. from date of expiration. 


Examination 


Section Regular examination shall be 
held during the months of January and 
June of each year, but special examina- 
tions may be held, however, at any time 
selected by the board. The examination 
shall be practical and elementary in char- 
acter but sufficiently strict to test: the 
qualifications of the applicant. 
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License Fee 


Section The initial fee for Electrical 
Contractor’s license shall be one hundred 
($100.00) dollars, and for each yearly re- 
newal of such a license fee of twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars shall be paid. The initial 
fee for an Electrical Dealer license shall be 
fifty ($50.00) dollars, and for each yearly re- 
newal of such license a fee of five ($5.00) 
dollars shall be paid. The initial fee for 
an Industrial Maintenance license shall be 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, and for each 
yearly renewal of ‘such license a fee of 
five ($5.00) dollars shall be paid. The 
initial fee of a Journeyman Electrician 
license shall be three ($38.00) dollars, and 
for each yearly renewal of such license a 
fee of one ($1.00) dollar shall be paid. All 
licenses shall be issued for one year, or 
fraction thereof, and expire on April 30, 
unless sooner revoked. The fees for such 
license shall be paid to the City Treasurer 
and credited to the General City Fund. No 
license shall be held valid unless signed 
by the City Clerk, and stamped as paid 
by the City Treasurer in the amount re- 
quired by such license. 


Permits 


Section The Electrical Inspector shall 
issue permits for the execution of elec- 
trical installations for light, heat or 
power, upon filing of proper apvlication 
which shall be made on forms furnished 
by the inspector, and shall prescribe the 
nature of the work as well as such other 
information as may be required for in- 
spection.

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In case the Contractor fails to make ap- 
plication as required herein, the fees shall 
be increased by seventy-five (75) per cent 
over the sums given herein. 


The term outlet includes both switches 
and light outlets unless pendent switch 
outlet shall be enclosed within fixture, in 
which case the pendent switch outlet shall 
not be counted. Outlets changed in loca- 
tion shall be counted as new outlets. 


On the last working day of each month 
the Building Department shall invoice each 
Electrical Contractor for inspection fees 
for the month. These fees shall be due 
on the Tenth of the following month. Any 
Electrical Contractor, who fails to pay 
said fees on or before the date due, shall 
be charged with a penalty of twenty-five 
(25) per cent of the amount of said fees 
in addition to the fees and shall not be 
entitled to further inspection until said 
fees are paid. Failure to pay such fees 
and penalty within fifteen days after due 
shall be cause for which the Mayor may 
revoke the Electrical Contractor’s license. 


Permit Fee Exemption 


Section No permit fee shall be  re- 
quired for a permit issued to a licensee for 
doing electrical work on or in any build- 
ing owned by the City of Lansing. A per- 
mit, however, must be procured before the 
work is begun on or in any such build- 
ings. 


Genera] Provisions 


Section All electric wiring and work 
hereafter installed in the City shall be in- 
stalled and maintained in accordance with 
the standards of the National Electric 
Code, Regulations of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, for Electric Wiring 
and Apparatus, in force 1918 and _ as 
amended from time to time. Provided, 
however, that within the Fire Limits dis- 
tricts 1 and 2 of this City, as hereinbe- 
fore defined, all work hereafter installed 
shall be done on the rigid or  fiexible 
armoured conduit system. All wiring to 
illuminating signs and all wiring exposed 
to the weather shall bein rigid conduit. 


Temporaré Work 


Section On applyine for a permit for 
temporary work, a specified period of time 
for which such wiring is to remain in 
service must be stated. Service shall be 
cut off at the end of this period and shall 
not again be connected without written 
permission from the Electrical Inspector 
for the installation of open work and ex- 
nosed wiring, light, power for building 
operations, display, decorative lighting, 
etc., for the use during a limited period 
subject to discontinuance and complete re- 
moval at expiration and to condemnation 
and revocation within such period. 


Emergency Work 
Section In emergency work, the per- 


son, firm or corporation doing or causing 
work to be done shall report the same to 
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the Electrical Inspector immediately after 
beginning work on forms furnished by the 
Electrical Inspector and such work shall 
be done in accordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance. 


Certificates of Inspection 


Section Current shall not be turned 
on any electrical installat on until a cer- 
tificate of inspection has been issued by 
the Electrical Inspector. However, in oc- 
cupied buildings, where a perm 't for light- 
ing fixtures has been issued, the Electrical 
Inspector may authorize the installation 
of meters for electric service after the wir- 
ing has been inspected and approved, in 
accordance with the National Electric 
Code of the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters and the National Electric Safety 
Code of the Bureau of Standards. 


Section No certificate of inspection 


shall be issued unless the electric light, 
power or heating installation and other 
electrical apparatus connected with it are 
in strict conformity with the provisions 
of the National Board of Underwriters 
and the National Electric Safety Code of 
the Bureau of Standards and regulations 
now or hereafter adopted bv the City 
Board of Water and Light. 


Any person, firm or corporation who 
shall make any addition, correction, altera- 
tions or connections to the _ installation 
thereafter shall be responsible for the 
correct operation of such installation. 


Approved Material and Fittings 


Section All material and appliances 
used or designed to be used in connection 
with the utilization of electric:ty for light, 
heat or power shall be approved by the 
National Board of F re. Underwriters. 


Penalty 


Section Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who shall fail to comply with any of 
the provisions herewith shall upon con- 
viction thereof be punished by a fine of 
not.less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor 
more than fifty dollars ($50.00) for each 
offense, and in default th2reof, by im- 
prisonment of not less than ten days nor 
more than ninety days, together with the 
cost of prosecution. 


Validity of Ordinance 


Section If any sect:on,’ subsection, 
paragraph, clause or provision of this or- 
dinance shall be adjudged invalid, such 
adjudication shall apply only to the sec- 
tion, subsection, paragraph, clause or pro- 
vision as adjudged and the rest of this 
ordinance shall remain valid and effective. 


Repeal of Conflicting Ordinances 


Section All ordinances or part ordi- 
nances conflicting with the provisions of 
this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Section 86. This ordinance shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its 
passage and publication. 
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All established Electrical Contractors, 
and all factories, mills, and shops em- 
ploying competent electricians within the 
City of Lansing, shall be granted licenses 
without examination, provided they make 
application and payment for same on or 
before thirty (80) days from date of 
passage of this ordinance. Providing they 
have had a license for one (1) year prior 
- the date of which this ordinance takes 
effect.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Rogers and read a first and second 
time by its title, then referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Sections 36 
and 37 of an ‘Ordinance entitled ‘‘An 
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Ordinance regulating traffic upon the pub- 
lic streets of the City of Lansing and re- 
pealing Ordinance No. 35 and all other 
Ordinances and sections of Ordinances in 
conflict herewith.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 86 and 87 of an 
Ordinance entitled “‘An Ordinance regu- 
lating traffic upon the public streets of 
the City of Lansing and to repeal Ordi- 
nance No. 35 and all other Ordinances 
and sections of Ordinances in conflict 
therewith”? is amended to read as follows: 


Section 36. All vehicles, except as here- 
in noted, shall be parked parallel to and 
with the right side of the car within 12 
inches of the curb. 


(a) The driver of a vehicle shall not 
park such vehicle for longer than one hour 
on the same side of the street, in any one 
block, between the hours of 8:00 a. m. 
and'6:00 p. m. of any day except Sundays 
and legal holidays in the following de- 
scribed districts: 


ALLEGAN STREET, from Grand Ave- 
nue to Walnut Street, except that portion 
on the north side from Capitol Avenue 
east to the alley. 


BAKER STREET, from Washineton 
Avenue to Cedar Street, on the south side 
only. 


BEAVER STREET, from Larch Street 
to Turner Street, except on the north side 
from Center Street west to the Railroad 
-racks. * 


BUTLER BLVD., south, from Main 
Street to Olds Avenue, on the east side 
only. 


CAPITOL AVENUE, from Lenawee 
Street to Saginaw Street. 


CEDAR STREET, south, on the east 
side thereof, from Michigan Avenue 
south to the alley. 


DIVISION STREET, from St. Joseph 
Street to Olds Avenue.

Street and Butler Boulevard was received, 
signed by 400 citizens and taxpayers. 


Referred to Committee on Streets. 


Several persons spoke relative to use of 
streets for trucking between Oldsmobile 
Plant and Durant Plant. 


The Street Committee wishes to make 
the following statement, to be entered on 
the records, covering a matter of general 
public interest. 


Several weeks ago the Olds Motor Works 
purchased the old Durant Motor Car Plant. 
This expansion of one of our largest in- 
dustries has been regarded as of great 
benefit to the City. The building of auto- 
mobile bodies at quite some distance from 
the Olds Motors Works plant brought a 
problem to the Council as to the way of 
transporting these bodies from one plant 
to the other. 


The possibility of using the Belt Line 
Railroad was considered and was dis- 
cussed with the management of the Olds 
Motor Works. The Olds Motor Works, 
which has shown every willingness to co- 
operate with the City, negotiated with the 
N. Y. C. R., the owners of the Belt Line, 
and after several days of discussions this 
_ idea was discarded, presumably for the 

reason that there is not sufficient room 
where the Belt Line enters the Olds Motor 
Works property for additional siding 
facilities. It has therefore become neces- 
sary to work out a route over city streets. 
It can be stated that the delivery of these 
bodies by truck will provide more work 
for Lansing people than would have been 
required to operate the Belt Line Railroad. 
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It was suggested that a new street be 
opened along the line of the Belt Line 
Railroad. This was satisfactory to the 
Olds Motor Works, and the State Highway 
Department was willing to cooperate. The 
City would have to buy a right of way 
from Michigan Avenue to Olds Avenue 
and construct a_ street. To open this 
street certain land would have to be pur- 
chased or condemned between Olds Avenue 
and Michigan Avenue. <A_ considerable 
amount of filling would have to be done 
and allowed to settle, and a viaduct built 
over Main Street, all of which would re- 
quire considerable time. In addition an 
expenditure of approximately $200,000 
would be required. For these reasons this 
ue cannot be m’ade immediately avail- 
able. 


There seems to be an impression that 
the City owns the Michigan Avenue wood; 
and other land adjacent to the Belt Line. 
This is erroneous. Certain of this land 
was priced to the City at $156,000, which 
the Council considered excessive. The 


‘State Highway Department considers it 


necessary that a viaduct be built across 
Truck Line No. 127 at Main Street. If 
Federal funds could be obtained, it might 
be possible for the Highway Department 
to build this viaduct, which would cost 
from $125,000 to $150,000. The acquisition 
of a right of way would be expensive and 
the cost of constructing the street would 
involve about $20,000. 


A temporary routing must be provided 
promptly. Many streets have been con- 
sidered for such temporary use but no 
definite decision has been attained. How- 
ever, no streets will be widened or any 
trees removed. In order to widen or pave 
or curb and gutter any street the City 
Charter requires a petition signed by the 
taxpayers on the street in question. The 
fact that some intersections are being 
widened has been thought to indicate an 
intended route. This is not the case. For 
some years, the City has been engaged in 
widening intersections to reduce traffic 
hazards. The number so widened depends 
on the amount of money available. The 
routes along Logan Street and _ Butler 
Boulevard have not been considered by the 
Council. 


The City Council is still working on 
the matter of a temporary routing. It is 
felt that a decision can be reached which 
will be generally regarded as the best that 
can be devised. When 2 decision is finally 
reached, a public announcement will be 
forthcoming. :

Sections 3 and 4 of the Or- 
dinance entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance to regu- 
late and restrict the location of trades and 
industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings 
hereafter erected or altered, to regulate 
and limit the percentage of lot occupancy, 
and to regulate and determine the area of 
yards, courts and other open spaces sur- 
rounding buildings, to limit and restrict 
the maximum number of families which 
may be housed in dwellings hereafter 
erected or altered, and for said purposes 
to divide the city into districts and pre- 
scribe penalties for the violation of its 
provisions,’® are hereby amended to read as

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Section 3.—‘‘A” Residence District. 


In the ‘“‘A” Residence District no build- 
ing or premises shall be used and no 
buildings shall be hereafter erected or 
altered unless otherwise provided in this 
ordinance, except for one or more of the 
following uses: 


1. One and two family dwellings. 
Group houses. 

. Churches and temples. 

Schools and colleges. 

Libraries. 

Farming and truck gardening.

7. Accessory buildings incidental to the 
above uses and located on the same lot 
(not involving the conduct of a retail busi- 
ness) including one private garage, pri- 
vate stable, when located not less than 
fifty (50) feet from’ the front lot line or 
in a fire-proof compartment as a part of 
the main building, providing that any barn, 
stable, chicken coop or other building or 
enclosure used for the purpose of securing 
or keeping animals or poultry is not nearer 
than thirty feet to any street line or to 
any dwelling and including also home oc- 
cupations engaged in by the occupants of 
a dwelling not involving the conduct of a 
retail business on the premises and includ- 
ing the office of the occupant for a trade, 
profession or occupation when situated in 
the same dwelling or apartment used by 
such occupant as his or her private dwell- 
ing. 

In any “A” Residence District, no show, 
meeting, entertainment, exhibition, or re- 
ligious service of any kind, shall be held 
under canvas or in the open air unless 
there is first filed with the Building Com- 
missioner the written consent of the 
owners of 60% of all residential property 
within a radius of three hundred feet from 
the place of such meeting. 


Section 4.—‘‘B’’? Residence District. 


In the ‘“‘B” Residence District no build- 
ing or premises shall be used and no build- 
ing shall be hereafter erected or altered 
unless otherwise provided in this ordinance, 
except for one or more of the following 
uses? 

1. Any use permitted in the “A” Resi- 
dence District. 

z. Multiple Dwellings. 

3. Hotels. 

4. Private Clubs and Fraternity Houses. 

5. Boarding and Lodging Houses. 

6., Institution of an educational philan- 
tropic or elemosynary nature. 

7. Accessory buildings incidental to the 
above uses and located on the same lot, 
not involving the conduct of a retail busi- 
ness. 

8. A garage for storage purpose only 
and for the exclusive use of occupants of 
the premises when located not less than 
fifty (50) feet from all street lines. 
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9. Medical or office buildings provided 
the owner obtains the approval of sixty 
(60) per cent of the frontage on both sides 
of the street in the block in which such 
building is to be located and permission of 
the Board of Appeals. 


In any “B’”’ Residence District, no show, 
meeting, entertainment,‘ exhibition, or re- 
ligious service of any kind, shall be held 
under cover in the open air, unless there 
is first filed with the Building Commis- 
sioner the written consent of the owners 
of 60% of all residential property within 
a radius of three hundred feet from the 
place of such meeting.

Section 253 of the charter, as amended, 
allows the time of payment for paving or 
sewer assessments to be divided into three, 
five or ten installments, as may be de- 
termined by the Council. This provision, 
however, does not cover other street im- 
provements, as curbing and guttering.

ORDINANCES

Any such dog so impounded may 
be redeemed or taken from such pound by 
the owner or any other person any time 
within the period of five days from the 
date of such notice or the receipt of such 
dog by the warden upon the payment of 
one dollar ($1.00) impounding fee and the 
further sum of twenty-five cents ($.25) for 
each day or part of day such dog is in the 
custody of such warden. If not so claimed 
such dog shall be disposed of as directed 
by such warden.

To we Honorable Mayor and City Coun- 
cil: 


My attention has been directed to the 
pending proceedings for the purchase of 
the so-called car-barns property for use 
as a City Market. 


Sec. 84 of the charter provides that “the 
City may acquire, purchase and erect all 
such public buildings, as may be required 
for the use of the corporation and may 
purchase, acquire, appropriate and own 
such real estate, as may be necessary for 
public grounds, markets, public building 
and other purposes necessary or conven- 
ient for the public good, and the execu- 
tion of the powers conferred in this char- 
ter; * * *”. This section is in Chapter 4 
of the Charter entitled ‘“‘Powers and 
Duties of the City Council.” 


Sec. 186 of Chapter 13 entitled “Taking 
Private Property for Public Use,” provides 
in part: ‘Private property may be ap- 
propriated for public use * * * for public 
grounds, parks, market places and spaces; 
(etc. * * *) and whenever private prop- 
erty is required as necessary for the main- 
tenance or construction of such _ public 
improvement or purpose the city council 
shall have authority to obtain the same by 
purchases.”’ 


The following section, Sec. 187, provides: 
‘‘Whenever the city council shall deem it 
necessary, for the use and benefit of the 
public, to make any such improvement, 
and to take private property therefor 
without the consent of the owner, the city 
council shall, after notice to the owners 
in such manner as the city council shall 
direct, so declare by resolution, describ- 
ing such property and designating the pur- 
pose for which it is to be taken.” 


If the public improvement requires a 
bond issue, Sec. 148 of the Charter re- 
quires that the amount of such bond issue 
be determined and approved by a_ three- 
fifths vote of the qualified electors. 


The proposed purchase of the car-barns 
property does not contemplate a bond 
issue. 


As so far considered, therefore, it would 
seem that the city council has power to 
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determine the necessity for and acquire 
land for various public purposes, including 
markets, without a vote of the people, ex- 
cept where the issue of bonds is required. 


However,. the charter contains a chap- 
ter, Chapter 23, devoted to the sub ect, 
“Public Market and Abbattoirs.” It pro- 
vides that whenever the city council shall 
favor the establishment of a public mar- 
ket place, a resolution to that effect shall 
be passed a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers elect. Such resolution shall prescribe 
and designate in detail, the character of 
the market place, including the amount to 
be appropriated therefor. It is then the 
duty of the council to submit the question 
to the electors at the next general elec- 
tion. 


It might. be argued that this chapter 
refers only to the original establishment 
of a city market and does not apply where 
merely the acquisition of a new site is 
contemplated. Likewise, it might be 
argued that since no money is to be ap- 
propriated, one of the reasons for going 
to the electors is not here involved. 


The first section of Chapter 23, however 
apparently seeks ‘“‘to make assurance 
double sure,”’ by providing that ‘Hereafter 
a public market place * * * shall not be 
established or provided for, except in the 
manner herein prescribed.” 


ee 
The charter of 1895 authorized the 
council to erect market places. Acting 
thereunder, the council in 1909 purchased 
at the corner of Shiawassee and Grand 
for a market site. Apparently it was not 
immediately used for that purpose because 
in 1918, the present charter having been 
adopted in 1912, it was considered neces- 
sary, under Chapter 28, to submit the 
question of a market to the voters. (See 
Council Proceedings, Feb. 17, 1918.) 


It is my opinion that the acquisition of 
a new site for a market requires approval 
by the voters under the provisions of 
Chapter 23 of the Charter.

(Proposed Charter Amendment) 


By Ald. Busch, Arney, Siebert— 
Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing: r; 


That this council by three-fifths vote of 
the members elect proposes that the char- 
ter of the City of Lansing be amended by 
adding thereto a new chapter, to stand and 
be known as Chapter 27, which Chapter 
shall read as follows: 


Section 395. Any person who has served 
as a member of the fire or police force of 
the City of Lansing for twenty-five years, 
upon making written application to the 
chief of the department, shall be placed on 
a retired list, without medical examination 
or disability. If a member of the fire or 
police force becomes totally disabled while 
in the service of the fire or police force of 
the City of Lansing, he shall be placed on 
the list of retired firemen or policemen. 
Any member of the fire or police force 
who attains the age of sixty-five years 
shall be automatically retired. 


Section 396. All such retired firemen 
and policemen shall receive a monthly 
payment equal to one-half the amount of 
the monthly salary attached to the rank 
that they held in the fire and police force 
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at the date of retirement, during the re- 
mainder of their natural lives, except as 
hereinafter provided, and in event the 
salary of said rank be changed then he 
shall receive half of the salar~- of such 
rank as changed. 


Section 397. Total disability shall be 
construed to mean any injury, or the con- 
tracting of any disease, or illness while in 
the service of the fire or police force of the 
City of Lansing, which shall permanently 
prevent such person from performing his 
duties on such force. The city health offi- 
cer and two other reputable physicians, 
one to be appointed by the council, and 
one by the applicant, shall examine every 
applicant for payments on the ground of 
disability, and shall determine whether or 
not total or partial disability exists; and, 
if partial, the extent thereof, and _ shall 
certify the result of their findings to the 
council, which findings shall be binding 
upon the council. 


Section 398. Monthly payments shall 
be made to the widow of any fireman or 
policeman of the City of Lansing, who 
shall be killed or receive such iniuries or 
shall contract any disease or illness, while 
in the service of such force, which shall 
result in his death, upon resolution by the 
council, as hereinafter provided. Said 
payment shall be the sum of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per month during the term of her 
natural life, or until she remarries, in 
which case all payments to such wi’ow 
shall cease. A payment of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) per month shall be paid to each 
of the children, if any, of such fireman or 
policeman, as shall be under the age of 
sixteen years, and all payments to such 
children shall continue until they attain 
the age of sixteen years, respectively. 
Whenever an active or retired fireman or 
policeman shall be killed or dies from in- 
juries, disease or illness contracted while 
in the service of the fire or police force, 
the council shall appropriate a sum not to 
exceed two hundred dollars ($200.00) Yor 
funeral expenses, same to be paid out of 
the retirement fund, provided there are no 
dependents. 


Section 399. All rewards and proceeds 
or gifts from any source, and all emolu- 
ments that may be allowed by the council, 
on account of extraordinary services per- 
formed by members of the fire or police 
force, all fines imposed upon members of 
the fire or police force for violation of 
rules, and two per cent of the _ salaries 
paid to the members of the fire and police 
force of the City of Lansing, shall be paid 
into the retirement fund. All retired 
members shall pay one per cent of their 
retirement salaries into the fund. The bal- 
ance, if any, necessary for such _ retire- 
ment payments, shall be provided for by 
the council in the annual budget. The city 
treasurer shall credit all moneys received 
from the fire force to a fund to be kent 
by him and known as the ‘Fire Service 
Retirement Fund,’ and all moneys _re- 
ceived from’ the police force to a fund to 
be kept by him and known as the “Police 
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Service Retirement Fund.’’ Such moneys 
shall be used exclusively for the payment 
of retirements, as provided herein. No 
portion of said retirement fund _ shall, 
either before or after its order of distri- 
bution to any retired fireman or police- 
man, or to the widow or guardian of any 
minor child or children of a deceased fire- 
man or policeman, be held, seized or taken 
or detained or levied on, by virtue of at- 
tachment, injunction, writ, interlocutory 
or other order or decree or any process or 
proceedings whatever, issued out of or by 
any court of this state, for the payment 
or satisfaction in whole or part of any 
debt, damage, claim, demand or judgment 
against any such fireman or policeman or 
the widow or guardian of any minor child 
cr children of any deceased fireman or 
policeman, and no pensioner shall have 
the right to assign his or her ret:rement 
fund, or any part thereof, but the said 
fund shall te held, kept and secured and 
distributed for the purpose of retiring the 
persons named and for no other purpose 
whatever. 


Sect:on 400. In cave of emergency, any 
retired fireman or polizeman may be tem- 
porarily called to active service, but shall 
be required to serve only during’ such 
emergency. All firemen and policemen re- 
tired for disability may at any time be re- 
quired to be reexamined by the health offi- 
cer and two other reputable physicians, 
one to be appointed by the council, and 
one by the applicant. If such re-examina- 
tion shall show that such retired fireman 
or policeman is capable of performing 
regular duty, the council may rescind the 
resolution placing such fireman or police- 
man upon the retired I'st, and may re- 
quire him to return to regular duty on full 
pay. 


Section 401. The provisions of this 
chapter, with reference to payments and 


‘retirements shall not be construed to apply 
‘to special officers, privately employed 


patrolmen or special firemen. 


Section 402. No member who shall re- 
tire w:thin a period of five years after this 
amendment becomes effective, shall be en- 
titled to the provisions hereof.

ORDINANCES 
Alderman Rogers introduced the follow- 
ing Ordinance, which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances. 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Section 3.02 
of Article 3 of the Building Code. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 3.02 of Article 3 of 
the Building Code is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 3.02. TYPES OF BUILDINGS 
IN DISTRICT 1. All new buildings 
erected in District one shall be types 1, 2, 
8, or 5, if not over one story or twenty 
(20’) feet in height, but all buildings of 
type 5 shall have interior walls as re- 
quired for type 3 buildings. If over this 
height, but not over three (3) stories or 
forty (40’) feet high of type 1 or 2. If 
over six (6) stories or seventy (70’) feet 
of type 1. All types of construction shall 
be as defined in Article 4. AlJl additions to 
or alterations of existing buildings com- 
plying with these requirements as to type 
shall be in the same or a better type of 
construction and all additions to or altera- 
tions of existing buildings not complying 
with these requirements as to type, shall 
be of one of the other types required above 
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when such additions exceed ten (10’) feet 
in least dimension or increase the floor 


area of the building by more than ten (10) | 


per cent. The height of existing build- 


ings not complying with the requirements . 


of this Section as to type, shall not be in- 
creased, nor shall the number of stories 
be increased, nor shall any building now 
complying with these requirements be in- 
creased in height or number of stories so 
as to violate the requirements herein for 
new buildings. 


Additions to existing buildings not of 
the type of construction required herein 
for new buildings may be made of a type 
not inferior to the original type of con- 
struction, but in all cases at least equal 
to type 4 construction, but the total area 
of such additions shall not exceed ten 
(10%) per cent of the total area of the 
building existing at the time this ordi- 
nance was adopted and the least horizon- 
tal dimension of such additions shall not 
exceed ten (10’) feet, provided that wood 
veneer, not over one inch in thickness, 
may be applied to the external front wall 
on the first or ground floor, for decora- 
tive purposes, and provided further, that 
this provision shall not be construed to 
apply to signs. 


Interior alterations in existing buildings 
constructed of any type not complying 
with the requirements above, such as addi- 
tions to mezzanine floors, new partitions, 
etc., may be made when such alterations 
do not increase the fire hazard in the opin- 
ion of the Building Commissioner. Such 
additions shall be of a type of construc- 
tion not inferior to the original type of 
construction, and in all cases at least equal 
to type 4 construction.

It shall be the duty of the 
City Council on or before the third Mon- 
day in June of each year to determine by 
resolution the amount necessary to be 
raised by tax for the following general 
purposes, viz.: Contingent expenses, fire 
department, police department, sewage, 
paving, erection and repairing of public 
buildings, hospitals and the maintenance 
of same and the purchase of lands there- 
for, cemetery, bridges, interest and bonds, 
parks, poor, public health, garbage col- 
lection and disposal, electric energy and 
water, gas, heat and such other utilities 
owned and operated by the city, or which 
the city may hereafter acquire, and for 
any and all other municipal purposes the 
City Council may raise by tax to be levied 
upon the real and personal property with- 
in the city of Lansing, such amounts so 
determined by the council and permitted 
by law on the assessed valuation of the 
real and personal property within’ the 
limits of the city, according to the valua- 
tion thereof taken from the assessmerit 
rolls of that year, which amounts so de- 
termined by the council as aforesaid, shall 
be apportioned among the several wards 
of the city according to the valuation of 
the property on the assessment rolls, as 
equalized by the board of review of the 
city, provided for in section one hundred 
forty-one of this chapter, and the appor- 
tionment of the City Council shall be en- 
tered at large on its records. In addition 
to the other amounts herein authorized to 
be raised, the City Council shall determine 
the amount necessary to be collected from 
each ward respectively, for ward and high- 
way purposes, not exceeding six thousand 
dollars in any one ward. Provided, how- 
ever, that the amount collected in the 
sixth ward may be an amount not to ex- 
ceed nine thousand dollars; that all ward 
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and highway taxes shall be placed to the 
eredit of, and expended in the ward in 
which they may be collected. 


Provided, further, however, that the total 
amount which the City Council may raise 
by a general tax upon the taxable rea] and 
personal property in the city for all pur- 
poses in any one year shall not exceed one 
and one-half per cent of the assessed 
valuation of said property, except taxes 
levied for the payment of interest and 
principal on obligations heretofore  in- 
curred, which sum’ shall be separately as- 
sessed in all cases: Provided, that this 
limitation may be increased for a period 
of not to exceed five years at any one 
time, to not more than a total of five per 
cent of the assessed valuation, by a two- 
thirds vote of the qualified electors of any 
assessing district voting on the proposi- 
tion. 


It shall be the duty of the city assessors 
to levy the sums apportioned to the respec- 
tive wards for all taxes as may be required 
by law upon the taxable property of each 
ward, in the same manner as taxes for 
township purposes are required by law to 
be levied by the supervisors of the town- 
ships of the state; and 


Whereas, said petition contains the re- 
quired number of signers and requests that 
“thie proposed amendment to the charter be 
submitted to the qualified electors of the 
City of Lansing at the next general elec- 
tion ; therefore be it 


Resolved, by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing, that the proposition of amend- 
ing Section 144 of the City Charter be 
submitted to the voters of said city at the 
general election to be held on the 5th day 
of November, 19385, for approval or rejec- 
tion by the c'ectors of said city.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 
Section 144 


Shall the city charter be amended so as 
to limit the total amount which can be 
raised by a general tax in any one year 
on real and personal property to 14% of 
the assessed valuation except taxes levied 
for ‘‘debt service’?

(Proposed Charter Amendment) 
Chapter 27 


By Ald. Busch— 
Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing: 


That this council by three-fifths vote 
of the members elect proposes that the 
charter of the City of Lansing be amend- 
ed by adding thereto a new chapter, to 
stand and be known as Chapter 27, which 
Chapter shall read as follows: 

Section 395. Any person who has served 
as a member of the fire or police depart- 
ment of the City of Lansing for twenty- 
five years, upon making written applica- 
tion to the chief of the department, shall 
be placed on a retired list, without medi- 
cal examination or disability. If a mem- 
ber of the fire or police department be- 
comes totally disabled whi'e a member of 
the fire or police department of the City 
of Lansing, he shall be placed on the list 
of retired firemen or policemen. 


Section 396. All such retired firemen and 
policemen shall receive a monthly payment 
equal to one-half the amount of the month- 
ly salary attached to the rank that they 
held in the fire and police department at 
the date of retirement, during the _ re- 
mainder of their natural lives, except as 
hereinafter provided, and in event’ the 
salary of said rank be changed then he 
shall receive half of the salary of such 
rank as changed, provided that any com- 
pensation that may be ordered under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, so-called, 
shall be considered as a part of and de- 
ducted from, such pension. 


Section 397. .Total disability shall be 
construed to mean any injury, or the con- 
tracting of any disease, or illness while a 
member of the fire or police department 
of the City of Lansing, which shall perma- 
nently prevent such person from perform- 
ing his duties in such department. The 
city health officer and two other reputable 
physicians, one to be appointed by the 
council, and one by the applicant, shall 
examine every applicant for payments on 
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the ground of disability, and shall deter- 
mine whether or not total or partial dis- 
ability exists; and, if partial, the extent 
thereof, and shall certify the result of 
their findings to the council, which find- 
ings shall be binding upon the council. 


Section 398. Monthly payments shall be 
made to the widow of any ffireman or 
policeman of the City of Lansing, who 
shall be killed or receive such injuries or 
shall contract any disease or illness, while 
a member of such department, which shall 
result in his death, upon resolution by the 
council, as hereinafter provided. Said pay- 
ment shall be the sum of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per month during the term of her 
natural life, or until she remarries,_ in 
which case all payments to such widow 
shall cease. A payment of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) per month shall be paid to each 
of the children, if any, of such fireman or 
policeman, as shall be under the age of 
sixteen years, and all payments to such 
children shall continue until they attain 
the age of sixteen years, respectively. 
Whenever an active or retired fireman or 
policeman shall be killed or dies from in- 
juries, disease or illness contracted while 
a member of the fire or police depart- 
ment the council shall appropriate a sum 
not to exceed two hundred _ dollars 
($200.00) for funeral expenses, same to be 
paid out of the retirement fund, provided 
there are no dependents. 


Section 399. All rewards and proceeds 
or gifts from any source, and all emolu- 
ments that may be al'owed by the council, 
on account of extraordinary services per- 
formed by members of the fire or police 
department, all fines imposed upon mem- 
bers of the fire or police department for 
violation of rules, and two per cent of the 
salaries paid to the members of the fire 
and police department of the City of Lan- 
sing, shall be paid into the retirement 
fund. All retired members shall pay one 
per cent of their retirement salaries into 
the fund. The balance, if any, necessary 
for such retirement payments, shall be 
provided for by the council in the annual 
budget, and the city council shall have 
authority within the general tax limits 
fixed by this charter, to raise each year 
by tax on real and personal property, such 
sums as may be necessary to meet. the 
payment of the pensions herein provided. 
The city treasurer shall credit all moneys 
received from the police and fire depart- 
ments to a fund to be kept by him and 
known as the “Police and Fire Service 
Retirement Fund.’? Such moneys shall be 
used exclusively for the payment of retire- 
ments, as provided herein. No portion of 
said retirement fund shall, either before 
or after its order of distribution to any re- 
tired fireman or policeman, or to the 
widow or guardian of any minor child or 
children of a deceased fireman or police- 
man, be held, seized or taken or detained 
or levied on, by virtue of attachment, in- 
junction, writ, interlocutory or other order 
or decree or any process or proceedings 
whatever, issued out of or by any court 
of this state, for the payment or satisfac-

tion in whole or part of any debt, damage, 
claim, demand or judgment against any 
such fireman or policeman or the widow or 
guardian of any minor child or children 
of any deceased firenfan or policeman, and 
no pensioner shall have the right to assign 
his or her retirement fund, or any part 
thereof, but the said fund shall be held, 
kept and secured and distributed for the 
purpose of retiring the persons named and 
for no other purpose whatever. 


Section 400. In case of emergency, any 
retired fireman or policeman may be tem- 
porarily called to active service, but shall 
be required to serve only during such 
emergency. All firemen and policemen re- 
tired for disability may at any time be re- 
quired to be re-examined by the health 
officer and two other reputable physicians, 
one to be appointed by the council, and 
one by the applicant. If such re-examina- 
tion shall show that such retired fireman 
or policeman is capable of performing reg- 
ular duty, the council may rescind the 
resolution placing such fireman or police- 
man upon the retired list, and may re- 
quire him to return to regular duty on 
full pay. 


Section 401. The provisions of _ this 
chapter, with reference to payments and 
retirements shall not be construed to apply 
to special officers, privately employed 
patrolmen or special firemen. 


Section 402. No member who shall vol- 
untarily retire within a period of five years 
after this amendment becomes. effective, 
shall be entitled to the provisions hereof. 
This section does not apply to retirement 
because of ill health, iniuries or other dis- 
ability. 


Resolved further, that the foregoing 
amendment be presented to the electors of 
the City of Lansing for approval at the 
general election to be held on the 5th day 
of November, 1935.

ORDINANCE 


Ald. Radford introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 5 of 
the Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance to 
retulate and control the sale of milk and 
milk products within the City of Lansing, 
and to provide for the inspection of dairy 
herds, dairies, milk plants, bottling sta- 
tions, ice cream factories and other places 
where milk or milk products are produced 
or sold,” being Ordinance No. 10 of the 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 5 of the ordinance 
entitled “An Ordinance to regulate and 
control the sale of milk and milk products 
within the City of Lansing, and to provide 


for the inspection of dairy herds, dairies, , 


milk plants, bottling stations, ice cream 
factories and other places where milk or 
milk products are produced or sold,” being 
Ordinance No. 10 of the ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 
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Section 5. The following are the rules 
for the production, transportation, hand- 
ling and delivering of all milk, butter and 
ice cream sold within the City of Lansing: 


1. (a) If raw milk is sold, the health of 
the cattle from which same is drawn must 
be determined by the tuberculin test and a 
physical examination by a competent 
veterinarian approved by the state live 
stock sanitary commission and city board 
of health. They must be tested at least 
once a year and where reactors are found 
they must be removed and a retest of the 
herd conducted within six months. The 
milk inspector shall in all cases be notified 
before the tuberculin test is applied and 
after application of the test the animals 
must be tagged in such manner as to sup- 
ply a record of the examination. 


(b) If the milk is sold as “pasteurized 
milk’? the health of the cow or herds of 
cows from which the same is drawn, must 
be determined by a physical examination 
conducted at least once a year by a com- 
petent veterinarian. All cows showing 
definite or suspicious symptoms of any in- 
fections or contagious disease must be re- 
moved from the herd and the tuberculin 
test applied with negative results before 
they will be allowed to be reinstated. 


2. Every operator of a dairy farm, milk 
plant, creamery or ice cream’ plant must 
within 24 hours, notify the city health de- 
partment of the presence of any com- 
municable disease on his farm or among 
those persons handling his milk. 


3. The water supply on premises where 
milk, butter or ice cream is produced must 
be abundant and protected from contami- 
nation. It must be free from any disease 
producing organisms. 


4. Privies on dairy farms must be lo- 
cated at least 50 feet away from wells and 
50 feet from places where cows are kept, 
they must be fly-proof, and provided with 
a water tight receptable for the excreta. 
The excreta must be removed frequently 
and buried at least two feet deep, where 
it cannot contaminate the water supply. 


5. Cows must be housed in a separate 
compartment from other animals. Said 
compartments must be entirely separated 
from compartments in which other animals 
are kept by tight partitions and tirht fit- 
ting doors, at least 4 square feet of win- 
dow light must be provided for each cow. 


6. While being milked, the cows must 
be clean. They must be free from accumu- 
lations of dirt and their udders and fianks 
must be wiped with a clean, damp cloth 
just previous to milking. 


7. Milking must be done with clean, dry 
hands or with a properly sterilized me- 
chanical milker. Milkers must. wear clean 
clothing while milking. Some type of 
small top milking pail must be used. 


8. Milk must be removed as soon as 
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drawn, to a clean place, strained through 
a sterile cotton or other efficient strainer, 
and be cooled within one hour to 55 de- 
grees F. or less. It must be kept covered 
and be held below 55 degrees F. at all 
times except during pasteurization, until 
delivered to the consumer. 


9. All machinery, cans, bottles and 
other utensils which come in contact with 
milk, butter or ice cream, must be thor- 
oughly washed and sterilized for at least 
five minutes with steam or boiling water. 
They must be kept inverted and protected 
from contamination until used. 


10. On and after December 1, 1935, no 
person, firm or corporation shall deliver 
any milk and/or cream to any residence 
or place of business of any purchaser, ex- 
cept between the hours of °7:00 A. M. and 
7:00 P. M. of any day, provided, however, 
that the hours during which delivery may 
be made can be changed by the City 
Health Director, when in his judgment 
the public health and welfare require such 
change, provided, however, that this sec- 
tion shall not be applicable in any case 
where such person, firm or corporation 
shall have obtained permission, due to an 
emergency, from the Department of 
Health of the City of Lansing to .make 
delivery and operate a vehicle or vehicles 
during the remaining hours of any day, 
provided, however, that this section shal! 
not apply to the delivery of raw milk 
and/or cream for pasteurizing to a 
licensed pasteurizing plant.

Electrician, and Providing for the Office 
of the Building Department. Repealing all 
former Ordinances conflicting therewith,” 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 31.07. AWNINGS OR MAR- 
QUISES: Fixed awnings or marquises 
constructed entirely of incombustible ma- 
terial when erected over the entrance of 
a building may project into streets only 
when not less than eight (8) feet six (6) 
inches above the sidewalk level. Such 
awnings or marquises shall not project 
more than the width of the sidewalk and 
not more than ten (10) feet and shall not 
be more than twenty (20) feet long. Pro- 
vided, that the City Council may by reso- 
lution grant a permit for the construction 
of a marquise of more than twenty (20) 
feet in length under such terms, regula- 
tions and conditions as may be prescribed 
by such council, when the request therefor 
is accompanied by plans and specifications 
of such proposed marquise approved by the 
City Building Com'mission as to its safe 
construction. Such marquises shall be 
supported entirely on the building on 
which they are erected and there shall be 
no posts, brackets, or other obstacles lo- 
cated on public property less than eight 
(8) feet six (6) inches above the sidewalk 
level. 


No such fixed awnings or marquise shall 
carry any sign, words, or advertising de- 
vice thereon unless the bottom of such 
awning or marquise is at least twelve (12) 
feet above the grade of the street. Pro- 
vide that this requirement shall not apply 
to any fixed awning or marquise that was 
installed prior to December 10, 1928. In 
such cases the size and character of the 
sign shall be as required for projecting 
signs in Article 27. ’ 


Movable awning of cloth supported on 
metal frames may project into streets 
when lowered for use. No such awning 
shall project into any street more than six 
(6) feet and the lowest part of such awn- 
ing which projects into the street when in 
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use shall be at least seven (7) feet and six 
(6) inches above the level of the sidewalk. 
Such awnings shall not be limited in 
length.

Traffic Control Signal Legend 


Section 11. (a) Whenever traffic at an 
intersection is controlled by traffic control 
signals exhibiting colored lights or the 
words “Go,’’ ‘‘Caution” and “Stop,” said 
lights and terms shall indicate as follows, 
except as provided in Section 18. 


Green or ‘“Go’’—Traffic facing the sig- 
nal may proceed except that vehicular 
traffic shall yield the right of way to 
pedestrians and vehicles lawfully within a 
crosswalk or the intersection at the time 
such signal was exhibited. 


Yellow or “‘Caution’—When shown alone 
following the Green or ‘‘Go’’-——Traffic fac- 
ing the signal shall stop before entering 
the nearest crosswalk at the intersection 
unless so close to the intersection that a 
stop cannot be made in safety. 


Red or ‘‘Stop’’—Traffic facing the signal 
shall stop before entering the nearest 
crosswalk at the intersection or at such 
other point as may be designated by the 
City Council, and remain standing until 
Green or ‘“‘Go’’ is shown alone. 


(b) The driver of a vehicle or the mo- 
torman of a street car intending to turn 
to the right or left at an intersection 
where traffic is controlled by traffic control 
signals or by a police officer shall proceed 
to make either turn with proper care to 
avoid accident and upon the ‘Go’ signal, 
unless otherwise directed by a police offi- 
cer or by official traffic signs’ or special 
signals.

Gentlemen: 


The Auburn Stoker installed at the 
Children’s Home has been inspected and 
tested and it meets the specifications. 


The stoker was operating efficiently at 
intermediate speed which is at the rate of 
125# of coal per hour for continuous opera- 
tion. 


On this particular day the outdoor tem- 
perature was about 30° F. and the build- 
ing was comfortably heated, with the 
stoker operating about eight minutes per 
hour, on approximately 15 pounds of coal 
per hour. With the stoker in operation a 
very small amount of smoke was produced. 


From this inspection it was apparent 
that some care must be taken to keep the 


coal dry as wet coal does not work well in 


the hopper of the stoker. More care must. 
be taken to see that no clinkers accumu-. 
late in the fire box. They should be re 


moved at least once daily. 


All valves should be repacked to pre- 
vent loss of steam and valves in rooms 
which seem to receive too much heat 
should be partially closed. 


The directions furnished by the manu- 
facturer of the stoker should be followed 
closely.
